Major Southwestern Farm Products 
Continue Sharp Low Trend Last Week 


M ajor farm products continued 
sharply lower tren d s last week, a 
report to The H erald from th e U n it­ 
ed S tates D ep artm en t of A gricul­ 
ture's P roduction and 
M arketing 
A dm inistration. 


W heat, corn and barley fell 27 to 
33 cents a bushel in the week's 
trading as oats lost a cent and sor­ 
ghum s 35 cents a hunrderw eight, 
for a two-week decline of around 
50 to 70 cents on m ost grains. Low­ 
er values brought decreased m a r­ 
ketings and slack dem and reflected 
traders lack of confidence in recent 
high prices. 
Feed pri es nosedived along w ith 
grains for losses of $10 to $20 a ton, 
but hay and rice held firm .
